An Order and Declaration, 


HEREAS the pay of His Majeſties Armies depends upon due ſatisfaction of the Arrears 
of fozmer Aﬀeſſinents, and of the Allellment of One hundꝛed thouſand pounds by the 
month, now collecting by vertue of an Act fo; ſix months, beginning the Twenty fifth 
of: December laſt paſt, and ending the Twenty fourth of June next, and other Revenues 
due by Recuſants and others; uBhereof, if punctual and timely payment be not made, 

5 " (though not ozigtnally impoſed by ſuch an Authoꝛity as was Legal) the Soldiers will be 
neceſſitated upon Free Quarter, to the great oppꝛeſſion of the ſeveral Counties: Out of a tender care 
therefo2e to pꝛe vent ſo great an inconvenience to the Country, and diſcouragement to the Soldiery, and 

.topzomote His Majeſties pzeſent ſervice, The Toꝛds and Commons in Parliament aſſembled, do 
hereby O2der and Declare in reſpect of the inſtant neceſſity, there being no other way to avoide the 
Inconventencies herein mentioned, that the Commiſſioners fo2 the Aſſeſſinent in the ſeveral Coun- 
ties, Cities and Plates by vertue hereof, do pzoceedeffectually foz the getting in of all Arrears of Al⸗ 
ſeſſments, and of the Monys unpaid upon the ſaid Act, oꝛ any other Act, accozding to the pꝛopoꝛti⸗ 

ons and powers therein contained; and all Collectoꝛs and other perſons whatſoever, charged with th 

gathering oꝛ payment of any part thereof, are fozthwith (all pzetences and excuſes to the contrary let. 
aſide) to ſatisfie and pay their ſeveral and reſpective Pꝛopoꝛtions accoꝛding to the directions of the faid 
Acts, as they will avoid ſuch penalties, as will neceſſarily fall upon them in caſe of their refuſal, and 
the further diſpleaſure of the Parliament; And it is further Oꝛdered and Declared, That all Re- 
ceivers, and other Officers and Perſons,as well Tenants as others whatſoever, concerned in the Re⸗ 
ceipt oꝛ Payment of any part of the Revenue, do make due Accompts and Payments of what the 
and every of them are charged with, oz liable to, as they will be anfwerable foz their contempt and 
* neglect, in a time when His Majeſties and the Kingdoms ſervice and occaſions requires, the moſt 
N 5 ſatisfaction of what is reſpectively due from them; And the Receipt of the ſeveral Trea- 
lurers appointed fo2 the ſald Alſeſsments , and the Officers of the Exchequer thereunto appointed re- 


ſpectively, ſhall be a ſufficient diſcharge to all Perſon and Perſons that ſhall make payment of any 
Sum 02 Sums of Money by vertue hereof,
